He did 
not nnd 'he Insect unti! the spriiig was 
well advanced- 


It is almost e»iua!ly certain thst they 


do not winter in the larva stsiie. be- 
cause no wriffijlers were fouad \vken 
the winter had just ended, but were 
discovert*! in great nnnitters and of 
very small size ia late March and early 
ApriL The professor concludes that 
the winter is passed in the esg sta:;e 
and that the egg* *r* ^J^ siaarly or in 
irronps on grain or sedge or even on 
the ground. When the water becomes 
suracientiy warm, the •nrrigglers hatch, 
and the season's breeding is started. 
Areas that are regularly covered by or- 
dinary tides are fcot breeding places 
for these nios^juitoes, nor are ponds or 
i>ools covered only at full tides if they 
are six inches or more !n depth and 
contain fish or fiddler crabs. 


It will be news to many that the nd- 


dler crab is one of the most destructive 
enemies of the mosquito. It may be 
put down as a genera! rule, says Pro- 
fessor Smith, subject perhaps to ex- 
ceptions, that where addler crabs live 
mosquito larvie do not. 


"Degressions at the beginning of the 


uplaud. covered only by winter or 
storm tides. leaving pools that last for 
weeks and are refilled by rains, are 
ideal 
breetiin:;: places," 
he says. 


"Draws, drains or ditches that fill at 
tides and do not drain clean are bound 
to become filled with wrisglers. Any 
depression in a salt marsh area not 
connecied -with the tide that at any 
time holds raintvater for a week will 
breed mos.i'.iitoes." 


There are Hundreds, perhaps thou- 


sands, of sacb pools, ponds, ditches 
and depressions along the Jersey coast- 


Speakiiig of the breetiins capacity of 


the mosquito in these places, the pro- 
fessor says: "I have found pools so 
crowded that an estimate of IfO wrig- 
jrlers to an area of one square inch was 
scarcely equal to the fact. Half that 
number is a common occurrence. This 
means over 7.WJ in an area of one 
square foot, and it needs an area of 
less than 15o square feet—a poo! rough- 
ly 10 by 13 feet—to produce 1.WU.UOO 
mosquitoes at one hatching." 


The remedies the professor recom- 


saeads are to SI! in such breeding 
places wherever It is practicable. This 
•s the rnosr effective and lasting reme- 
dy, it has been tried with great suc- 
cess at Seaside Park and partially at 
Mantoioken and Bay Head. Where 
ruling In is not practicable he advises 
that the tidal flow be introduced by 
ditching or that the pool be drained or 
that petroleum be used. As to this iast 
named remedy he says: "In such cases 
a pail of fuel oil. kerosene or crude pe- 
troleum and a broom are needed- L'ip 
the broom Into the oii pail, shake the 
oil over the r-ooi and then sweep over 
the surface thoroughly, so as to get 
into the grass and a Ions the banks, 
that every part of the pool may get its 
oii coating and the water itself be stir- 
red with it. In less than an hour every 
larva and pnpa will be dead, and the 
poo! 
will remain safe unti! the filling
